A break in negotiations has occurred between the coun¬ 
cil of the City of Calgary and Oxford Leaseholds, developers 
of property in the city on which is located the Meadowlark 
curling rink, being sought by the Vulcan and District 
Recreation Centre. 

Differences were resolved at Monday night’s council 
meeting in Calgary and the green light was given Oxford 
Loasholds to go ahead with its devolopment scheme. 

Just how this will now affect the local group which has 
been investigating possibility of the purchase of the arena, 
which must be demolished or moved, and have it dismantled 
and re-erected here in Vulcan, is not known. The whole pro¬ 
ject was temporarily halted for weeks during the city 
negotiations. 

The Recreation Centre directorate has a demolition firm 
ready to go to work; it has made proposals to Oxford Lease¬ 
hold regarding purchase of the rink and has raised approxi¬ 
mately $15,000.

If you have had inter¬ 
esting personal experiences, heard of unusual 
incidents, or have historical information or 
pictures pertaining to the one-roomed school 
I would like to include these in the book. 
Whether the information is summarized in 
two sentences, or in several paragraphs, your 
assistance will be appreciated. 


Please remember that your knowledge nnd 
information about the rural school may be 
lost forever unless it is record 'd in perman¬ 
ent form. Ilistorv is u perishable commodity 
and can easily slip through the hands of man¬ 
kind leaving our traditions just that much 
poorer.

I am estimating that 
it will take me a year to finish writing the 
book. 


The one-roomed school which for the past 
fifty years has guided successfully the educa¬ 
tional destinies of thousands upon thousands 
of rural children is rapidly becoming as ex¬ 
tinct as the dodo. In 1939 there were 3,032 
one-roomed schools in Alberta, and in 1963 
there were less than 150 such schools. These 
prairie schools have closed their doors forever, 
and--the form children have departed by 
means of the yellow bus to distant centraliz¬ 
ed chromium-plated educational institutions. 


The history of the rural school was a proud 
moment in the building of the Canadian West. 
In the fifty years that they operated these 
one-roomed educational institutions made con¬ 
tributions to the cultural, social, and intel¬ 
lectual development of the West far out of 
proportion to the few demands that they 
made. 


For the past ten years I have been collect¬ 
ing, organizing, and evaluating first-hand 
materials about the history of the one-roomed 
rural school. Now, I am in the process of 
writing a book on the "Little White School- 
house” to preserve in word and picture the 
once proud educational institution of the 
prairie. I am doing this because, first, I feel 
that such educational history should not be 
lost; and, secondly, a very selfish motive, I 
plan to submit this material to a university 
as a thesis towards earning a doctor’s degree 
in education. 


Here are a few topics about which I would 
welcome more information: Name of the 
school district and how the name originated; 
steps the pioneers followed in forming a 
school district; the school pony; travelling to 
and from school; ratepayers meetings; board¬ 
ing the teacher; the rural teacher; teacher- 
ages; Christmas concerts; visit of the inspec¬ 
tor; various Church services Reid in the 
school; schoolboard meetings; school picnics; 
outhouses; the school stable; how recesses 
were spent; mice, gophers, or skunks in the 
school; dances in the schoolhouse; lunches; 
discipline in the school; the use of the strap; 
Departmental Examinations in grade VIII or 
IX; janitor services; supplying drinking 
water; library; school clothes; lighting and 
heating the school; the school-yard; the barn 
as a den of iniquity if unsupervised; the 
white or black blizzards; sports or recreation; 
various social functions held in the school; 
the teacher’s desk; equipment like desks, 
water fountains, the pot-bellied stove, wash¬ 
ing facilities, etc,; using straight pens and 
ink; prairie fires; acts of bravery; music; 
chores; teacher's and janitor’s pay; school 
architecture; humorous incidents (I have de¬ 
voted an entire chapter to this topic.); etc.
